' A four-point program calling 

for a proven policy of teaching
methods, a higher standard of 
education, more experienced
educators as administrators, 
and an emphasis on the qual­ 
ity of the graduating student, 
has been advocated by E. Ray 
Walker, 36, of 4907 Reese Rd., 
a candidate for the board of 
education at the May 20 school
election.

"The board of education
should set standards and goals
high enough so students will
be reaching, and should in­
struct the administration to
see that students do reach," he
said recently.

Walker said the board
should consider some changes
at the top administrative level,
study the merit of separating
elementary and high school
administration, and explore
the possibility of establishing
a junior high school system.

A native of Texas, Walker
'   ps lived in Torrance for eight 
^lears, moving here from Re-

dondo Beach. He was a Marine
Corps sergeant during World 
War II serving in the South 
P aciiic.

He studied petroleum chem­ 
istry, advanced petroleum re­ 
fining, and allied subjects at
Harbor and El Camjno col­
leges.

seeking election to the board
of education May 20 is Clinton
C. Cooke, 37, general superin­
tendent of the fabricating de­
partment of National Supply
Co.

"There can be only one plat­
form for any board candidate,"
he states. "That is to insure
continuance of the. philosophy
of the Torrance Unified School
District, based jon the theory
that schools are an agency
created to assist parents in
training their children for
good citizenship."

Cooke is a native of Long
Beach, and attended Gardena
High School. He received his
college education at the Uni­
versity of Texas, receiving his
degree in mechanical engin­
eering in 1946.

"The educational goals of
the school boil down to recog­
nizing that demands of our
society call for the maximum
effort to educate all of our
children," he told the Kiwanis
Club herd this week.

Cooke says a board member
must be interested in all phas­
es of the school program, par­
ticularly the academic pro­
gram. But, he maintains, a
board member cannot ignore
the economic or business as­
pects of the district.

"A board member must also
be able to accept criticism,"
lie said. "Criticism sharpens a
board member's awareness of
the problems."

Cooke lives with his wife,
Helen, and three children at
16216 S. Wilson PI. He served
with the U. S. Navy in the
British West Indies during
World War II, and was later 
transferred to the V-12 pro-
jram at the University of 
Texas. He is a member of the
Tau Beta Pi and Pi Tau Sigma, 
engineering fraternities.

William Boswell
A call for emphasis on aca 

demic achievement rather than 
"sicial adjustment," has high­ 
lighted the campaign of Wil­ 
liam C. Boswell, 39-year-old 
aircraft company publications 
manager of 2842 Onrado St.

Teachers should be instruct­ 
ing in their major fields at 
the intermediate and high 
school levels, and the curricu­ 
lum should be examined to 
eliminate playtime electives, he 
has said in his campaign ap 
pearances throughout the city.

Describing himself as not a 
"post-Sputnik" school critic, 
Boswell points to his campaign 
of two years ago for the bpanl 
of education which parallels 
his present drive.  

A member of the Torrance 
Optimist Club and president of 
the Torrance chapter of the 
City of Hope, Boswell has been 
speaking for an expansion of 
the vocational arts program in 
Torrance schools, and in intro­ 
duction of definite standards 
of achievement. One of his spe- 
cific recommendations has 
been the introduction of for­ 
eign languages at the interme­ 
diate level in the city schools.

He would recommend a phy 
sical education program in the 
intermediate level, and seek a 
standardized homework p r o- 
gram if elected, he has stated.

Boswell has lived in Tor­ 
rance for 11 years. He was 
graduated from Hollywood 
High School. His wife, Mary 
Lee Boswell, is a former mod­ 
erator of the Torrance Educa­ 
tional Advisory Committee, 
and the couple has one daugh­ 
ter, Pamela, 8, a student at 
Madrona Elementary School.

"There is mounting evidence 

for the need to return to more 
fundamental education   the 
three Rs, basic .moralities, and 
patriotism," Dr. Donald Cor­ 
tum, 33, of 333 Calle de Anda 
lucia, said recently during a 
meeting of school board can 
didates.

A native of Aurora, 111., Dr. 
Cortum has lived at his pres 
ent address for more than 
three years. He is president oi 
the Bay Harbor Osteopathic 
Society, and on the staff at 
Magnolia Hospital in Long 
Beach, the Gardena Hospital, 
and the Bay Cities Community 
Hospital.'

"We must teach the students 
between right and wrong, and 
give them a high standard of 
moral values and patriotism," 
Dr. Cortum stated. He says the 
board of education has the job 
of directing and controlling 
the curriculum instead of turn­ 
ing it over to an educator.

Dr. Cortum would strive for 
fewer elective non-academic 
courses if elected, he reports. 
He also calls for grading of 
students by achievement not 
effort; setting minimum stand 
ards for graduation frpm all 
grades, especially for the high 
school graduate; grouping stu­ 
dents according to ability; us­ 
ing teachers to teach in their 
major field of study; and en 
courage teachers to improve 
their knowledge in the fields 
of their choice through salary 
credits for subject study as 
well as studies in methodology.

Stating that he had made no 
committments in his campaign, 
Dr. Cortum said he could only 
assure the voters that, just as 
he took an oath to serve hu­ 
manity as a doctor, so would 
he perform his school duties.

Ellis agrees that a schoo 
board should set specific goals 
for academic achievement, anc 
that while incentive to reach 
those goals comes from many 
sources, there is no substitute 
for a good teacher.

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Cecil Sampson
Shortcomings of any school 

system are the responsibility 
of the board of education, not 
the administration, Cecil Samp 
son, a Los Angeles school 
teacher and candidate for elec 
tion to the Torrance board of 
education said recently.

Sampson, 44, who lives at 
4210 Carmen St., with his "wife, 
Hannah, and two children, said 
science and engineering are 
essential, but these two sub­ 
ject fields should not be em­ 
phasized to the exclusion of 
the social sciences.

"The people in my area 
favor more emphasis on read­ 
ing, science, and mathematics, 
but also want their children to 
know that they live in a world 
where there are different 
opinions and different groups 
of people," he stated.

"The school board is repre­ 
sentative of the public, so it 
should determine the objec 
tives and ways to achieve these 
objectives," he states, "The 
board, not the administrators, 
should set policy."

He also called for more em­ 
phasis in teachers' field of 
study rather than in methods 
and techniques of education.

Sampson is a native of New 
York City, and took his educa­ 
tion work at the University of 
Southern California. He at­ 
tended public schools in New 
York. He has taken graduate 
work at SC and at Long Beach 
State College.

Du'rlng World War II he 
served with the Army Medical 
Corps. He is a member of the 
Torrance Coordinating C o u n- 
cil, and a board member of the 
Soutftwood Homeowners Assn. 

There would be no conflrct 
of interest between his teach- 
ng job in Los Angeles and the 
aoard job if elected, he said.

E.S.Ryonll
"I am both a classroom 

teacher in a neighboring com­ 
munity and a candidate for the 
Torrance school board, "Edwin 
S. "Ned" Ryon II, said this 
week.

"Schools are my business," 
he added. He said he was in 
the race for the school board 
to contribute whatever training 
and experience he may possess.

Ryon, who lives at 815 Calle 
de Arboles, in the Riviera sec­ 
tion of Torrance, is 48 years of 
age. He has lived here three 
years and has two children in 
Torrance schools and two out 
of high school. He is a teacher 
at the Valmonte Elementary 
School in Palos Verdes Estates.

He is campaigning on a four- 
point program: (1) to help de­ 
velop a curriculum that would 
be of greatest benefit to the 
individual pupil; (2) to help at­ 
tract and to keep teachers with 
good training and unques­ 
tioned teaching ability; (3) to 
establish better lines of com 
municalion between the board 
and the community; and (4) to 
give both recognition and 
credit to the many many able 
teachers and administrators.

"The school board must be 
sympathetic to the teachers at 
all times. The teachers are the 
basic ingredient of education," 
Ryon said at a meeting in Wal- 
teria recently.

The candidate is a deacon 
in the First Baptist Church of 
Los Angeles, and holds mem­ 
berships in the National Edu­ 
cation Assn., California Teach­ 
ers Assn., Palos Verdes Facul­ 
ty Club, Horseless Carriage 
Club, and is a past member of 
the Van Nuys Post of the 
American Legion.
